Cigarette Stamp 


Order Is Issued 


C e l l a p h o n e Wrappers 


Must Be Torn Off and 


Package Stamped 


Owing to the fact that state cigar- 


ette tax stamps affixed to cellophane 
wrappers on cigarette packages have 
the habit of coming off, the State De- 
partment of Revenue issued an order 
from Little Rock Wednesday requir- 
ing sellers to remove the cellophane 
wrapper and fix the stamp on the 
original wrapper. 
, 


The text of the order, dated Febru- 


ary 11, and signed by David A. Gates, 
commissioner of revenue, follows in 
part: 


"In conformity with the provisions 


of the law and by virtue of the au- 
thority given the 
commissioner of 


revenue thereunder, it is hereby pro- 
scribed that the stamp denoting the 
tax on cigars or cigaretles must be 
affixed to Ihc original container and 
not upon an outside wrapper of such 
container, provided that in the case 
of cigarettes the stamp may be affix- 
ed to a wrapper made of such mater- 
ial as paper, paste-board or paraffin 
to which the star<ips may be made 
permanently to acmere. Where pack- 
ages of cigars or cigarettes arc wrap- 
ped in cellophane or similar material, 
it is not practicable so to affix the 
stamp to the oulside wrappct^s that 
it will permanently remain Ihcreon. 
"When covered by such (cellophane) 
the wrapper must be removed from 
the package and the stamp must be 
affixed to the original container and 
cancelled. Noa compliance with this 
regulation will subject packages of 
cigars and cigarettes as the case may 
be. to seizure and forfelure. 


"This regulation becomes effective 


from and after February 15. 1931."

THERE have been a good many explanations offered for 
1 
the business depression of the past year. Not often, 


however, has anyone suggested that the trouble had its origin 
in moral shortcomings rather than economic defects.

confiden«e? The only way to restore normal conditions is by 
restoring confidence with true values, honest pay for honest 
service rendered—in short, the application of the Golden 


W ^'You may think I am old-fashioned to talk to you along 


these lines, but there aye certain fundamentals of business 
and of living that cannot be ignored. I believe Russia s pres- 
ent system of government is doomed to failure because it has 
set aside and is opposed to the basis of the laws of every civ- 
ilized country, I refer to the ten commandments af well as 
to the Golden Rule. These ancient rules of conduct>onstitute 
the law of individual rights—set them aside and1 you as m- 
tHvidual* will have no rights and no protection." 


All of this is somewhat out of the ordinary, in a discus- 


sion of economic and political ills. Yet there is a good deal 
of sound -sense in it. What a nation is, after all, depends in 
the last analysis o nwhat its members are individually. Uui-
